Reformation  Day,  Thursday, 
Oct.  31,  was  observed  at  Wartburg 
college  as  a  school  holiday. 

At  n  special  morning  service 
the  auditorium,  Dr.  J.  Bodensieck, 
president  of  Wartburg  Seminary, 
preached  the  sermon.  Dr.  Boden- 
sieck  chose  as  his  text  Acts  16:30 
31.  He  pointed  out  as  one  of  our 
greatest  blessings,  and  one  o£ 
which  we  should  be  very  mindful 
oil  Reformation  Day,  the  question, 
“What  must  I  do  to  be  saved?" 
and  its  answer  which  is  recorded! 
for  us  in  this  text.  Dr.  Bcden- 
sieck  emphasized  the  great  contri¬ 
bution  of  Martin  Luther  in  re¬ 
establishing  the  church  on  the 
firm  foundation  of  the  pure  Word 
of  God. 

President  E.  J.  Braulick  served 
as  liturgist  for  the  service.  Special 
selections  were  offered  by  the 
women's  octette  and  the  men's  j 
oclette  and  a  violin  solo  was  play-  | 
ed  by  Carlton  Rohr. 

In  the  afternoon  at  4  o’clock  the 
regular  bi-weekly  radio  broadcast 
was  aired  over  station  WOI.  The 
address  on  the  program,  "The 
Gospel  of  Liberty",  was  delivered 
by  Rev.  C.  H.  Becker,  head  of  the 
Waverly  Children's  Home.  He' 
stressed  freedom  to  think  as  one 
of  the  greatest  gifts  of  the  Refor¬ 
mation.  To  this  freedom  to  think 
we  owe  the  gift  of  the  open  Bible. 

The  address  was  preceded  by  a 
vocal  solo  by  Irene  Drewelow  and 
a  choral  by  the  women’s  octette. 
The  broadcast  was  concluded  witli 
the  singing  of  "A  Mighty  Fort¬ 
ress”  by  the  men's  octette. 

Earlier  in  the  afternoon  Dr. 
Bodensieck  met  with  the  Pre-The 
society  and  spoke  about  various 
problems  of  pre-theological  stu¬ 
dents.  He  counseled  with  several 
members  of  the  society  individual¬ 
ly. 

The  observance  of  the  day  was 
concluded  by  an  illustrated  lecture 
in  the  evening  on  the  life  of  Luth¬ 
er  and  the  course  of  the  Reforma¬ 
tion,  by  Rev.  Theo.  Fritschel  of 
New  Hampton,  Iowa.

Obenauer  Lead  Club 

in  Topic  Discussion. 

The  biology  department  pre¬ 
sented  a  series  of  papers  on,  the 
funelion  and  importance  of‘  the 
endocrine  system  in  the 
body  at  the  first  regular  meeting 
of  the  science  ' club,  Oct.  31. 

Dr.  Schaefer  introduced  the 
subject  with  a  short  explanation 
of  the  endocrine  glands  and  their 
general  function.  What  happens 
when  the  endocrine  system  fails 
to  function  correctly  was  brought 
out  in  the  three  papers  presented 
by  advanced  biology  students. 

"Gigantism  and'  Dwarfism”  and 
the  effect  of  the  growth  hormone 
upon  body  characteristics  was ; 
treated  by  Mr.  Dick  Huth.  His : 
information  was  based  on  the 
work  of  Dr.  P.  E.  Claus  of  the  j 
University  of  Wisconsin  and  three  j 
other  workers  in  the  field.  i 

Mr.  Edwin  Obenauer  spoke  on  i 
the  principles  involved  and  the ; 
methods  used  in  the  diagnosis  of  i 
pregnancy.  As  the  primary  source  j 
of  his  information,  he  used  the| 
work  carried  on  by  Aschhcim  and1 
Zondek. 

The  third  topic  was  presented! 
by  Miss  Betty  Wiederaenders,  who 
discussed  the  feminization  of , 
males.  Since  little  research  has 
been  done  in  this  field  on  the ' 
human  male,  cases  were  chiefly 
involved  with  experiments  on  the . 
lower  animals. 

After  Ihe  presentation  of  each 
paper,  questions  were  asked  in  i 
order  to  clarify  certain  points.  I 

The  business  meeting  was  called  , 
Ic  order  by  the  president,  Richard 
Wagner.  The  upper  classmen, 
Edwin  Gustafson,  senior;  George 
Helmkamp,  junior;  and  Victor 
Fritz,  sophomore  were  recom¬ 
mended  for  membership  into  th« 
science  club  and  were  unanimous¬ 
ly  accepted  by  the  active  mem- 
beis.

MILTON  LORY  TO 
APPEAR  TUESDAY 

Globe  Trotter  to 
Show  Films  of 
Experiences. 

,  World-traveler  Milton  Lory  will 
appear  at  the  Wartburg  auditor¬ 
ium  Tuesday  evening,  Nov.  12,  at 
8  p.  m.,  to  show  the  color  motion 
pictures  he  has  taken  on  his  jour¬ 
neys  to-  every  continent  on  the 
globe  and  to  tell  of  his  experi¬ 
ences.  Accompanying  the  pictures 
will  be  music  appropriate  to  each 
different  setting. 

Lory  has  had  quite  a  checkered 
history.  He  was  one  of  the  first 
Americans  to  visit  Spain  after  the 
revolution;  he  made  his  way  into 
Barcelona  harbor  in  a  refugee- 
filled  vessel  through  a  maze  of 
ships  sunk  by  bombs.  He  was  in 
the  Orient  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
Japanese-Chinese  war  and  when 
travel  was  cut  off  made  his  way 
home  through  Siberia  when  Sov¬ 
iet  "liquidations'  were  at  their 
height.  He  has  been  on  expedi¬ 
tions  into  Central  and  South 
America  and  has  had  to  flee  for 
his  life  from  bandits  in  the  jungles 
of  Nicaragua. 

A  former  newspaperman,  he 
began  to  travel  a  few  years  ago 
and  has  taken  hundreds  of  feet  of 
color  film  in  his  wanderings.  These 
he  edited  until  they  contain  only 
!  the  best  photography.  Some  of  the 
highlights  in  the  film  are  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  Ihe  war  on  Spain,  the  air 
raid  precautions  and  mounting  of 
the  guard  in  London,  the  rehear¬ 
sal  of  the  parade  of  70,000  women 
in  Rome,  unusual  Egyptian  funeral 
customs,  the  South  Sea  Islands, 
peculiar  animals  of  Australia,  how 
Switzerland  stages  a  world’s  fair, 
and  life  in  Japan. 

Lory  was  one  of  the  last  Ameri¬ 
cans  to  leave  Europe  last  year 
after  the  outbreak  of  war,  and 
since  then  has  shown  his  film  to 
thousands.  He  will  appear  at  a 
banquet  of  the  Viking  Pump  Co. 
of  Cedar  Falls,  where  Governor 
Wilson  and  his  party  will  be 
guests,  on  Monday  evening,  and  is 
scheduled  in  Duluth,  Minn.,  on 
Wednesday. 

Of  especial  interest  to  Wart- 
burgers  is  the  fact  that  Dana  col¬ 
lege,  Blair,  Neb.,  and  Midland  col¬ 
lege,  Fremont,  Neb.,  both  Lutheran 
J  colleges,  have  extended  Lory  in¬ 
vitations  for  this  season. 

Lory  is  being  brought  to  the 
Wartburg  campus  in  addition  to 
the  regular  artists’  series.  The 
event  is  being  sponsored  by  the 
Wartburg  Fortress.  Admission 
prices  will  be  25c  for  students 
and  35c  for  adults.

,  Monday,  Nov.  .  4,  President  E.  J. 
Braulick  began  a  series  of  lectures 
on  Bible  characters  to  be  given 
during  the  convocation  periods. 
Basing  his  words  on  Matt.  9:9,  he 
discussed  the  first  of  these  bib¬ 
lical  figures,  Matthew. 

The  speaker  pointed  out  Mat¬ 
thew's  misguidance  at  the  begin¬ 
ning.  his  failure  to  see  the  beauties 
of  nature  and  human  nature  in 
his  lust  for  money.  Likewise,  the 
trouble  with  the  world  today  is 
-gold  greed”.  .  . 

Matthew's  salvation  lay  in  his 
heeding  of  the  Master’s  call  Fol¬ 
low  me!”  “We  too”,  he  continued

Qualities  of  Educated  People 

Dr.  M.  Wiederaenders,  head  of 
the  education  department,  spoke 
during  the  convocation  period  on 
Tuesday,  Nov.  5,  pointing  out  that 
education  includes  many  con 
comitant  learnings  which  tend 
toward  a  harmonious  development 
of  all  phases  of  personality.

“To  have  a  minimum  of  social 
konwledge”,  he  said  in  part,  “is 
necessary  for  the  kind  of  leader¬ 
ship  expected  of  college  students.

on.  We  wish  that  such  respect 
would  be  shown  ‘The  Stfir  Spang¬ 
led  Bonner  .’"  The  Reveille  be¬ 
lieves  that  ‘if  the  fervid  standees 
would  stop  a  moment  to  consider 
the  silly  tribute  they  are  paying 
to  the  American  god,  Advertising, 
they  might  save  their  fevor  for 
true  patriotism.  God  didn’t  pick 
out  this  geographical  spot  to  en¬ 
dow  all  his  lofty  virtues  .  Wc 
should  be  proud  that  we  were  born 
here;  we  should  also  remember 
that  it's  pretty  much  of  a  geneti- 
cal  accident  that  we  are  Ameri¬ 
cans.
